MOUNT EVANS, Greenland, Sept. 
4—The Nakuak, a motor sloop of 
twenty tons, arrived at daybreak this 
morning, bringing coal and winter 
supplies for the observatory. It is to 
take out to the coast the summer 
party of the expedition, composed of 

Belknap, Assistant Director Stewart, 
Potter, tes, and the director [Prof. 
Hobbs]. 

With us will go Hassell and Cramer, 
who will leave the boat at Sukker- 
toppen, alang with Belknap, Stewart, 
and Etes. There a motor sloop will 
be chartered for this party to take 
them to Godtheab, and by the same 
methods on another chartered sloop 
to Ivigtut, in all a distance of 4650 
miles from Camp Lloyd. 

Due in U. 8. Oct. 9. 


The University of Michigan contin- 
gent of this party is to proceed to 
Philadelphia on the ore steamer Wag- 
land, leaving about Sept. 29 and due 
to reach that port about Oct. 9. The 
Danish government has been request- 
ed by radio to include Hassell and 
Cramer among the passengers. They 
are officially members of our expedi- 
tion in the files of the foreign office 
at Copenhagen. 

Hassell and Cramer are today very 
lame and hardly able to walk, but 
they will be quite normal after a few 
days of rest. 

An attempt will at once be made

Albert Mikes and 
Frank Dwyer, was cruising past the 
store when they noticed the three 
it, and suspected from 
their appearance that something was 
wrong. They returned and tried the 
door. Finding it locked, Jagla hur- 
ried to the rear entrance, while Lieut. 
Mikes pounded on the front door for 
admittance. 


Robbers Run to Rear. 

Immediately the robbers, who had 
already robbed a customer and were 
turning their attention to the proprie- 
tor, made a dash for the rear door- 
way. Jagila’s voice was heard shout- 
ing, Stick em up! and a rattle of 
shots followed. 

One of the three men leaped over 
a back fence and almost into the 
arms of Dwyer, who covered him with 
his weapon immediately. 

“TI surrender,” gasped the robber; 
“your buddy’s been shot.” 

Jagia was rushed at once to St. An- 
thony’s hospital, but was pronounced 
dead by physicians. Four shots en- 
tered his body, one just above the 
heart. 

Dwyer’s prisoner identified himself 
as Morris Luce of 812 West Monroe 
street. He and his accomplices were 
said by the police to>be tramps who

Luce was questioned immediately in

New York, Sept. 4.—(4)—Prediction 
that evidence of the daily creation of 
iron in interstellar space is almost 
within reach of scientific demonstra- 
tion was made tonight by Dr. Robert 
A. Millikan, physicist, of the Califor- 
nia Institute of Technology. ad 

This and other evidences of ele 
mental creation in progress in inter- 


»stellar space were linked by Dr. Mu- 


likan with the assertion that nature 
made the world “foolproof” so that 
the earth is not likely, as some Sei- 
entists have suggested, to disintegrate 
in future time, through atomic split- 
ting up on a gigantic scale. 


Dr. Millikan said that millions of 
years hence the world was likely to 
be much as it is today, and that sci- 
ence might help man to live in that 
future “at least a million times more 
wisely than he now lives.” 

The address was delivered before 
the annual meeting of the Society of 
Chemical Research, which presented 
to Dr. Millikan its Messel medal in 
honor of his work on the structure 
and relations of atoms. The physicist 
responded with an address on Avail- 
able Energy. 

On the evidence of creation of ee 
ments in interstellar space, Dr. Mil- 
likan said: 1 

“Dr. Cameron This assistant] and 
I have recently found three d@finite 
cosmic ray bands or frequencies et 
penetrating powers, or ray energies, 
respectively 12, 50 and 100 times the 
maxium possible energies that are, or 
even can be, obtained from any radio 
active, that is, any disintegrating pro- 
cess. 


so enormous a penetrating power that 
it passes through as much as 200 
feet of water, or 18 feet of lead, be- 
fore becoming completely absorbed, 
while two or three inches of lead 
absorb the hardest gamma rays. This 
discovery of a banded structure in 
cosmic rays shows definitely that 
these rays are not produced as 
X-rays 

“We have arrived at fairly definite 
evidence that the observed cosmic 
rays are signals broadcast through- 
out the heavens of the births of the 
common elements out of positive and 
negative electrons.” 

The observations of Dr. Millikan 
and hfs assistant leave no doubt in 
their minds, said the physicist, that 
the observed cosmic rays are in fact 


helium, oxygen and silicon, 

“We have some little indications 
that we can also hear the birth 
squeaks of infant iron, but We are 
not yet ready to definitely assert it,” 
he added.

First wash 
the thoroughly and cut them 
in one-third inch slices, sprinkle 
lightly with salt, let them stand a 
few minutes, then dip in seasoned 
flour and gently sauté them in the 
fat with the pan covered, 
them after about ten minutes.

the surface undesirably. Too much 
salt used in seasoning them will make 
them bitter, 

If you desire to fry these in deep fat, 
dip the slices in egg and corn meal.
